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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach or reasonable suggest a device 
including a processor configured to perform at least the following operation: 

rearranging acquired CT data such that it corresponds to an acquisition along a desired 
source trajectory in the reconstruction volume that is different than an actual source directory 
when at least a partial spectrum is acquired, when taken in combination with all of the other 
limitations of the claim. Claims 2-6 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

With respect to claim 7, the prior art fails to teach or reasonable suggest an apparatus 
including a data processor which is adapted to perform at least the following operation: 

rearranging acquired CT data such that it corresponds to an acquisition where an x-ray 
source is displaced along a desired source trajectory in the reconstruction volume that is different 
than an actual source directory when at least a partial spectrum is acquired, when taken in 
combination with all of the other limitations of the claim. Claims 8-11 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependency. 

With respect to claim 12, the prior art fails to teach or reasonable suggest a method 
including the act of rearranging acquired CT data such it corresponds to an acquisition along a 
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desired source trajectory in a reconstruction volume that is different than an actual source 
directory when at least a partial spectrum is acquired, when taken in combination with all of the 
other limitations of the claim. Claims 13-14 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

With respect to claim 15, the prior art fails to teach or reasonable suggest a computer 
readable medium encoded with a computer program when implemented on the data processor, 
the program instructs the data processor to perform the following operations rearranging 
acquired CT data such that they correspond to an acquisition along a desired source trajectory in 
a reconstruction volume that is different than an actual source directory when at least a partial 
spectrum is acquired, when taken in combination with all of the other limitations of the claim. 
Claims 13-14 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
